What a power is there in religion when 
it so ennobles the hero of a hundred battles as only 
to add to his glory and inspire him with a measure 
of heroism unknown to the carnage of war! 


\ HILE Dr. Williamson deplores the fact that 

forty different Protestant bodies should under- 
take to convert China to Christ, with no disposition 
to unite their forces in the face of the enemy, or 
even to divide the unconquered territory among 
themselves, he sees a new evil in the possibility of

a the most remarkable facts of this age is 
the recent discovery of the Cliff Dwellers: by 
Schwatka, in southwestern Chihuahua, Mexico.

A group of children were discovered, but 
they fled on approach and hid among the brush 
and the rocks. The people are tall and thin and 
nearly of a negro color. Some of their dwellings 
are from 200 to 300 feet high. They are armed with 
the bow and stone hatchet. Their numbers are<s- 


timated at from 9,000 to 12,000. Sculptured rock, 
fifteen to twenty miles in extent, was discovered. 
New expeditions are to return soon, and ere long 
the world will know more of the Cliff Dwellers.

HANNAH. 


“Lord, what is man, that thou art mindful of 
him, and the son of man that thou visitest him?’’ 
When we contemplate the vastness of the material 
universe, and the infinite variety of interests that 
demand the thought and care of God, we wonder 
that he has bestowed so much attention upon man 
who occupies so small a space in his vast dominion ; 
but man rises into importance when we consider 
that God created him in his own image, and that he 
is destined to live forever. There is another stand- 
point from which to look at this question: God ac- 
complishes great results from apparently small 
causes. Through this humble family he wrought 
the reformation of the Hebrew nation, purified the 
religious services of the people, and taught the 
world a sublime lesson of truth and fidelity to it. 
The example of Hannah, and her more than prince- 
ly son, shines out from the darkness of the past as 
a beacon-light beckoning the families of the earth 
on to a diviner life. 

There are steps in life that to a man blinded with 
passion seem to lead to pleasure and happiness, but 
ultimate in irretrievable misery. This truth is 
illustrated in the history of Elkanah, the husband 
of Hannah. It was the custom in those days for a 
man, if he desired it, to marry two or more wives; 
and Elkanah “had two wives; the name of the one 
was Hannah, and the name of the other Peninnah.”’ 
Hannah signifies ‘‘fixed or settled ;”? and Peninnah 
means ‘‘a, jewel or pearl;’’ but she did not prove to 
be a very valuable jewel to him, for she destroyed 
the peace and happiness of hishome. Wrong doing 
always brings its punishment, and Elkanah realized 
this in his own experience. A good wife will make 
her husband’s home a domestic heaven, but two 
wives will make it a hell of misery. Peninnah 
hated Hannah, and sought in every possible way to 
make her life miserable. She not only ill-treated 
her at home, but insulted her in public. She ‘‘pro- 
voked her sore, for to make her fret;’’ but Hannah 
was governed by a beautifal Christian spirit, and 
bore all her ill-treatment meekly. She did not retal- 
iate, but it moved her to tears; and her heart was 
so burdened that she could not eat. She had no 
children, and this was a reproach in Israel. Her 
husband noticed her troubled state of mind, and to 
comfort her said: “Hannah, why weepest thou? 
and why eatest thou not? and why is thy heart 
grieved? am not I better to thee than ten sons?”’ 

It is greatly to the honor of Hannah that this cruel 
treatment did not anger her. Her calmness evinces 
a strong character. Though grieved in spirit she 
did not retaliate. It is not easy to govern the spir- 
it under such treatment, and not always possible to 
command the temper under offense and insult; but 
the tongue is in every man’s power, and hard words 
admit of no defense, and anger is but a poor apology 
for abuse. 

Human love and sympathy are valuable, and to 
be highly prized; but they can not meet the wants 
of the soul under all circumstances in life. Hannah 
had the love and sympathy of her husband, and he 
treated her with great tenderness. ‘‘He gave to 
Peninnah, his wife, and to all her sons and daugh- 
ters, portions: but unto Hannah he gave a worthy 
portion, for he loved Hannah.’’ He sympathized 
with her in her sorrows, and tried to comfort her by 
showing his love for her. She appreciated his ten- 
derness and loving sympathy, but there was a hun- 
ger of soul unmet, She realized the need of some- 
thing that even a husband’s love could not give, and 
she went to her heavenly Father in secret prayer. 
This is the sure refuge of the sorrowing and helpless. 
All earthly friends may fail, and their yearning 
love leave us in conscious want; but God never fails. 
He is ‘‘as a hiding place from the wind, and a co- 
vert from the tempest; as rivers of water in a dry 
place, as the shadow of a great rock in a weary 
land.” 

The consolations of religion are adapted to the 


nature and necessity of man under all circumstances. 
The being and perfections of God are revealed to 
the Christian as he passes from one condition of life 
to another, and he realizes more and more the full- 
ness of his infinite love. There are wants that none 
but God can meet, and comforts that he alone can 


impart. Hannah realized this, and rested in the 
love of God. - 





How easily we are mistaken and misjudge others! 
Hannah was praying in the temple in her mind and 
heart. She ‘‘spake in her heart; only her lips 
moved, but her voice was not heard.’”’ Elisaw her 
sitting in the temple, her lips moving, and he 
thought she was drunken. He was indignant thata 
woman should come into the house of God in this 
condition, and he spake harshly: ‘'How long wilt 
thou be drunken? Pat away thy wine from thee.”’ 
This was hasty and unkind in Eli, but his conduct 
was mitigated by the fact that drunkenness was 
common then in Israel. Hannah felt deeply the 
sharp words of Eli, but she answered in meekness: 
**No, my lord, I am a woman of a sorrowful spirit; 
I have drunk neither wine nor strong drink, but 
have poured out my soul before the Lord. Count 
not thine handmaid for a daughter of Belia!: for out 
of the abundance of my complaint and grief have I 
spoken hitherto.’’ Eli felt deeply the answer of the 
sorrowing woman. His sympathies were moved, 
and in tenderness he said: ‘‘Go in peace, and the 
God of Israel grant thee thy petition that thou hast 
asked of him.’’? These words of encouragement 
brought peace to her mind, ‘‘and she went her way, 
and did eat, and her countenance was no more sad.’’. 

The answer to her prayer was the gift of a dear 
boy, and she “‘called his name Samuel, saying, Be- 
cause I have asked him of the Lord.’”’ This name 
would keep both mother and son in continual re- 
membrance of the Divine interposition of his birth. 
The giving of this name was an expression of grati- 
tude to the infinite Father for his great goodness to 
her in taking away her reproach from among the 
women of Israel, and gladdening her heart in the 
giftofason. It was a gift from God, and she gave 
him back to God. This was in obedience to the 
vow she had made under the most solemn circum- 
stances. She said, ‘‘I will give him unto the Lord 
all the days of his life.’’ What a lesson for parents! 
The vast majority of parents think not of giving their 
children to the service of God. This seldom enters 
into their thoughts. The purpose is to give them 
to the service of the world that they may win riches, 
fame, power, and glory. This is the ambition of 
parents. They lose sight of the higher glories of a 
Christian life, and the priceless honors of the pure 
in heart in heaven, ‘‘where the wise shall shine as 
the brightness of the firmament ; and they that have 
turned many to righteousness as the stars forever 
and ever.”’ 

The birth of a child is an important event in the 
family, and of great interest to the world. It is an 
event of more importance than the creation of a 
world, for a soul is called into being that will live 
as long as eternity endures, and it will be a bless- 
ing or a blighting curse to the world. There are 
dormant in that soul powers that will astonish and 
bless, or that will bring sorrow not only to the fam- 
ily, but to the world. Hannah realized this when 
a son was given to her, and to save him to human- 
ity and to God she consecrated him in his infancy 
to the Author of all good. She watched over and 
cared for him in his infancy, and when he was old 
enough took him to the house of God and commit- 
ted him to the care of the high-priest. Society at 
that time in Israel was corrupt, and young men 
were steeped in vice. Even the sons of Eli were 
sons of Belial, and wallowed in moral filth. Han- 
nah realized this, and put her boy where he would 
have the best possible advantages; where his sur- 
roundings would hold him in the path of virtue, 
and educate him for a life of purity and usefulness 
She did not ask, ‘‘Where can I secure for him the 
best opportunities to acquire wealth, to gain world- 
ly honors, and social and civil power?’’ She had 
higher and nobler ideas of life than this, and desired 
that he should live for God and eternal glory in 


heaven. 
Hannah’s love for and interest in her darling boy 


did not end with placing him under the care of Eli. 
It followed him all through life, and did not end 
when she went to heaven; for she took her moth- 
erly heart with her to the better home. 

There are two scenes in the life of Hannah 
widely different, yet intimately connected. The 
first is when burdened with sorrow she went up to 
the temple of the Lord to unburden her soul before 
him in earnest prayer. Then she was cast down 
and her countenance was sad. The world had lost 
its light and beauty to her, and her mind was 
shrouded in the darkness of sorrow. All that she 
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could do was simply to cry unto the Lord in the 
Hope in everything else had ~ 
failed. The second scene in her eventful life wag 
where she brought her son for the first time into — 
the temple of the Lord. How different her thoughts, — 
feeling, and hope! She brought her offerings with —

her, and she said to Eli, ‘‘O my lord, as tby soul 
liveth, my lord, I am the woman that stood by 
thee here, praying unto the Lord. For this child I 
prayed, and the Lord hath given me my petition 
which I asked of him; therefore also 1 have lent 
him to the Lord; as long as he liveth he shall be 
lent to the Lord.’’ All the shades of sorrow had 
faded from her countenance, and it was now lighted 
up with the light of love, gratitude, and hope. She 
was in a new world of light and joy; joy sweet ag 
the music of heaven. Only a mother can under- 
stand her state of mind on that day of joy and 
gladness; only a mother can enter fully into her 
feelings, and rejoice with her. 

Hannah’s hopes were fully realized. Her boy 
developed into a noble Christian man whose influ- 
ence for good has been felt through all subsequent 
ages, and will be till the sun sheds his last radiance 
upon the evening of the world. If permitted so 
to do, with what pleasure she watched him in hig 
noble manhood, in the closing scenes of his grand 
life, heard his farewell address to Israel; and we 
know that she welcomed him to her heavenly 
home with the exquisite joy that only a mother in 
heaven can realize. Then she had the full reward 


of ull her prayerfal, anxious care for him while on- 


earth, and what pleasure she has had in his com- 
pany through all the ages that he has been with 
her in heaven! How sweet their fellowship, and 
how joycus their songs of praise and thanksgiving, 
as they have realized more and more the fullness 
of God’s love as revealed in their redemption and 
in their heavenly surroundings in glory! The life 
of Hannah teaches us the power of faith in God, 
the comfort and strength there is in prayer and 
communion with God, the sweetness and beauty of 
a Christian life, the inspiring power of Christian 
hop?, and the rich reward of faithfulness to duty, 

Hannah was a poetess of no mean ability, and 
her song of thanksgiving and joy is one of superior 
excellency. Dr. Hales observes: ‘This admirable 
hymn excels in simplicity of composition, closeness 
of connection, and uniformity of sentiment; breath- 
ing the pious effusions of a devout mird, deeply 
impressed with a conviction of God’s mercies to 
herself in particular, and of his providential gov- 
ernment of the world in general; exalting the poor 
in spirit or the humble-minded, and abasing the 
rich and arrogant; rewarding the righteous, and 
punishing the wicked.’’

tion, but his remoter judgments ‘“‘upon the «nds of 
the earth.”’ She describes in beautiful language 
the promised Messiah.

Pike was born in Hampton Falls, N. H., 
March 1, 1815. His father was a United States de- 
tective during the war of 1812. Death came to the 
home'in 1816 and removed the father. Soon after 
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his death Mrs, Pike returned to the old homestead 
in Kensington, N. H., the farm of her father. Dan- 
iel’s early life was spent on the farm, so that he be- 
came quite a farmer, noted for his industry and toil. 
Being fond of study, his mother spared no pains to 
provide for him an education. For three years and 
a half he was a student at the Hampton (N. H.) 
Academy, and two years and six months at Phil- 
lips’ Academy at Exeter, N. H. He completed 
the regular course of study under the venerable Dr. 
Benjamin Abbott, and received his diploma. For 
several years he taught school in Massachusetts and 
New Hampshire, and was a very successful teacher. 

The devoted piety of his mother (who died in 
1875) led him in early life to make a public profes- 
sion of religion. In 1831, at the age of sixteen years 
and one month, he united with the Christian 
Church at Kensington, N. H., where he retained 
his membership until his death. 

He commenced to preach in 1836, and was or- 
dained July 5, 1837, at Hampton Falls, N. H. 
Soon after he went to Salisbury Point, Mass., where 
he was very successful. In April, 1840, he com- 
menced an evening meeting in Newburyport, in 
aroom hired for the purpose. The May following 
he organized a Christian Church, and became its 
pastor. November, 1840, he moved to Newbury- 
port, and that city was his home until his death, 
Sunday, December 4, 1887. 

In April, 1858, he baptized at one time ninety- 
seven persons in the Merrimac River, in the pres- 
ence of ten thousand people. In the evening of the 





one hundred and seven new members, the service 
taking place in the Unitarian Church, which was 
kindly granted for the occasion. The church, the 
largest in the city, was crowded to its utmost capac- 
ity; hundreds had to go away unable to find even 
standing room. At the breaking out of the war, 
fifty of the young men of the church went to the 
front, and twenty-five of them never returned, hav- 
ing died on the battle-field. This took many fami- 
lies from the church, and dealt a blow to both so- 
ciety and church from which they never recovered. 
Ia 1873 he had a severe attack of typhoid fever, 
which confined him to his house for four months, 
and @uring which time his life was despaired of. 
Bro. Pike performed a vast amount of work out- 
side of the Newburyport Church. He was deeply 
interested in the young men, and preached at the 
ordination of a large number. He also was called 
to preach many dedication sermons. Presided over 
several religious bodies, and was clerk of the Rock- 
ingham Conference twenty-one years. He had 
been president of the American Christian Conven- 
tion. He traveled extensively over New England, 
the West, and Canada. He became interested in 
anti-slavery in 1833, and lost no interest until Lin- 
coln proclaimed freedom to the slaves of the South. 
When he first went to Newburyport he was not 
considered ‘‘sound in the faith.”’ At a ministers’ 
meeting one was appointed to visit him and sound 
him on his religious belief. The committee report- 
ed that he did not believe all the ‘“‘catechism,’’ but 
he was “‘a good man and a Christian.” Bro. Pike 
was an active citizen as well as minister. He was 
a member of the school board, and a member of the 
board of overseers of the poor. In 1857 he was elect- 
ed a member of Gov. Henry Gardner’s council, 
and in 1860 was a member of the board of aldermen, 
and several times received a very complimentary 
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vote for mayor, and at one time was defeated

All these things may be said without, in any 
manner, detracting from the evident great merit of 
the book. Use is a great means of determining the 
value of a book for common worship, and use has 
proved this book to be a work of high order; but 
use has also brought to our attention certain defects. 


I.—ERRORS. 


Azmon (8). The closing note of the base should 
be A-flat. 
Avon (11). At the word ‘‘fount”’ the tenor note 


should be A-flat instead of C, on account of follow- 
ing octaves. 

Arlington (19). The close of the soprano should 
be G instead of B. It would be well, also, in the 
tenor of the second staff, to make the three begin- 
ning notes all D. 

Geer (24). The first chord of the second staff 
does not follow well the closing chord of the first 
staff. The third of chord is omitted. The tenor 
should be A. 

Manoah (27). At the word “‘love’’ the root of 
the chord is omitted. Alto must be G. 

Peterborough (29). The next to the last note of 
the tenor, half note, might better be two slurred 
quarter notes, D and CO. 

Coronation (36). Gis a better key than A. The 
melody should be written in the soprano all through. 

It is a literary and devotional error to omit any 
of the stanzas of the hymn, “All hail the power of 
Jesus’ name.” The first stanza calls on the angels 
to crown him; the second stanza calls on the mar- 
tyrs to crown him: 

“Crown him, ye martyrs of our God, 
Who from his altar call; 
Extol the stem of Jesse’s rod, 
And crown him. Lord of all.” 
The third stanza calls on the Jews to crown him: 
“Ye chosen seed of Israel’s race, 
A remnant weak and small, 
Hail him who saves you by his grace, 
And crown him Lord of all.” 
The fourth stanza summons the Gentiles: 
“Ye Gentile sinners, ne’er forget 
The wormwood and the gall; 
Go, spread your trophies at his feet, 
And crown him Lord of all.” 

The fifth stanza, as in the Hymnal, summons 
every kindred, and the last stanza expresses the wish 
that we may join. To omit any of these stanzas 
injures the symmetry of the poem, and to- omit 
those which I have quoted above leaves cut some 
biblical allusions which add much to the hymn as 
a bymn.

In the triplet the soprano is evi- 
dently wrong. The A-flat should be B-flat. 

Brattle Street (97). At the word “‘thy’’ the tenor 
note should be an octave higher. At the word 
‘‘flowed’’ the tenor note should be B-flat instead’

7 Day of Rest (101). The F-sharp in the alto 
should be F-double sharp. 

There are more or less important errors of music, 
typography, or judgment in the following tunes: 
Siloam, Communion, Howard, Mendon, Rosedale, 
Naples, Migdol, Ware, Luton, Woodworth, Sea- 
sons, Germany, Dennis, Laban, Nuremburg, Hor- 
ton, Greenville, Stow, Ewing, Italy, Lux Benigna, 
Windham, Nettleton, Webb, Caledonia, Loving

Every Heart Rejoice, and Happy Land. 

Some of these errors are very important; others 
comparatively trifling. If it is said that they are

The merit of the book is such that it should be 
the basis of the next one. In the revision the 
well-known uncertainty, as the repetition of the 
first verse, or stanza, may be avoided. This often 
leads to errors in social meetings. 

II.— OMISSIONS. 

Such a hymn as, ‘*When strangers stand and hear 
me tell what beauties in my Savior dwell,’’ that in 
some localities has connection with our revival-de- 
nominational beginnings, should hardly be omitted. 
The old tune ‘‘Buckfield” should also be printed 
with it.

The insertion and omission of hymns, however, 
is a matter of judgment for a committee. We 
would not be absolutely satisfied with any book. 
No one would be permanently contented with a 
book prepared even by himself. The matter of 
choice as to hymns is not one on account of which 
alone any revision of this book would be justified. 
That is not sufficient. But errors of a musical, lit- 
erary, or devotional nature justify a revision. 

The tunes chosen for this book, and the hymns, 
are such as should be chosen—standard. But the 
errors are sufficiently numerous to make improve- 
ment desirable, even to the extent of revision.

THOSE “SPEECHLESS SAINTS.” 


In a recent HERALD I was somewhat captivated 
by the expression of my good brother in regard to 
“Speechless Saints.’’ It seems to bea new term—a 
new phrase not to be found in the Scriptures. Now, 
the question that pushed itself into my mind was 
whether we have such a class as ‘‘speechless saints?” 
If an individual is a saint is he speechless? Is.it 
not out of harmony with everything, religiously, to 
think of an individual as being converted and 
speechless? 

If a person has not “‘lost his speech,’”’ and has 
been converted and passed from death unto life, he 
is not going to be speechless when there are scores 
of ways to do good by simply proclaiming to the 
world the Gospel of salvation. I wonder whether 
we find any speechless saints mentioned in the 
Bible. I do not think Jesus knew such at all. 
The command is, “Open thy mouth wide and I 
will fill it,” and if our mouths are not filled with 
words of utterance it is because we have not opened 
them. The idea of conversion, and then having 
nothing to say, is remarkable. 

The trouble with the religious world is, that we 
have too many so-called “speechless saints,’’ and 
it is an evident fact that spirituality is ebbing out 
from the Church and passiveness of spirit is taking 
its place. We want less of the mute and silent 
ones and more of the courage and earnestness of 
Paul. God has given us the organs of speech, and 
when we withhold our voices from him weare rob- 
bing him and committing a great wrong. Is it not 
strange to hear the “speechless ones” in church 
discussing the various topics of conversation in pri- 
vate and public? I have known the “speechless 
ones’? in church to spend hours in caucuses dis- 
cussing political questions, and, if necessary, be- 
come quite eloquent on ‘‘public corners.”’ 

My dear brother may make a ‘plea for the 
speechless saints,’’ but to me it would have seemed 
to have been more appropriate if it had been a plea 
in behalf of the faithful ones whose presence is 
nearly always visible at the prayer service, Sab- 
bath-school, and all good work, and whose voices 
are heard in proclaiming the goodness of God. 
It is an undisputed fact that the “‘speechless saints’? 
are nearly always absent from the prayer service 
and ‘“‘means of grace.’”’ Iam not saying but what 
we have Christian men and women who are nearly 
always quiet, but Iam saying that when an indi- 
vidual is converted that timidity and embarrass- 
ment do not stand in the way toa proclamation 
of God’s goodness, and as sure as we have been 
touched and quickened into life by the Divine Spirit 
there is not going to be very much quietude in Zion’s 
borders. 

To-day the religious world is moved because 
consecrated men and women, filled with holy zeal 
and spiritual ardor, sare moving to the front, and 
by knocking against the strongholds of sin with 
earnest exhortations and audible prayer the mount- 
ains of unrighte»usness are crumbling to the earth. 
Oh, for more soldiers who, by Christian equipment 
and voice, may warn the unconverted world of their 
perilous condition and bring many sheaves into the 
storehouse of God. ‘ Stir up thyself,”’ brother, and 
heed the com naad, “Go forward.”

BAPTISM.

Now, why itis that some of our able and 
learned ministers teach sprinkling and pouring for 
baptism, when it can not be found in the Gospel, is 
a mystery tome. Why not tell the people to read 
for themselves, and if they find anything of the 
kind there then it would be time enough for them 
to administer it. They must teach it for the pur- 
pose of proselyting from the sects. If the Gospel 
does not teach immersion as baptism it does not 
teach anything tome. The baptism of Christ and 
the eunuch is enough to prove this point. Peter 
was given the keys of the kingdom of heaven, and 
when he preached that memorable sermon at the 
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house of Cornelius, and opened the door of faith to 
the Gentile world, the Holy Ghost fell on them. 
Then Peter said, ‘‘Can any man forbid water?” and 
he commanded them to be baptized in the name of 
the Lord. If the mode was changed here to sprink- 
ling Peter would surely have:said something about 
it. Paul taught baptism as a burial—a representa- 
tion of Christ’s burial and resurrection—‘ Buried 
with him in baptism; wherein ye are risen with 
him through the faith of the operation of God, who 
hath raised him from the dead. If ye then berisen 
with Christ, seek those things which are above, 
where Christ sitteth on the right hand of God. Set 
your aff-ctions on things above, not on things on 
the earth, for ye are dead and your life is hid with 
Christ in God. When Christ, who is our life, shal] 
appear, then shall ye also appear with him in 
glory.” 

We have no assurance that we will appear with 
him in glory if we have not been buried with him in 
baptism and come forth from the watery grave in 
likeness of his resurrection; for if we have been 
planted together in the likeness of his death, we 
shall be also in the likeness of his resurrection. 
Baptism is closely connected with the Lord’s Sup- 
per—one representing his burial and resurrection, 
the other his broken body and shed blood. Why 
not pervert the Scriptures in the one case as well as 
in the other? Ministers of the Gospel should be 
very careful and not add to or take from the Word 
of God. Preach the Word. Rightly divide the 
word of truth js the instruction of the great apos- 
tle to Timothy. A preacher that fails to rightly 
divide the word of truth is not a preacher at all, 
but a perverter of the truth. This is what is the 
matter with the Christian world to-day. Some are 
for A, some for B, some for C, and some for Christ. 
[like a minister that preaches the pure Gospel, and 
then instructs his congregations to read the Word 
for themselves and see if these things beso. I ani 
glad that we have a Gospel that no man can change. 
Paul says that there is ‘‘one body and one Spirit, 
even as ye are called in one hop2of your calling, 
one Lord, one faith, one baptism.’’ But some will 
say this is spirit baptism; but here is mentioned 
body, spirit, Lord, faith, and baptism; spirit is 
connected with body, and baptism with faith. The 
giving of the rpirit is with Christ. When we open 
the door of our hearts to him he will come in and 
sup with us and we with him, and this spirit unite- 
all that have it in one body. That is all there is of 
spirit baptism. 

If we have not the spirit of Christ we are nore of 
his. The wind bloweth where it listeth, and thou 
hearest the s und tiereof, but canst not tell whence 
it cometh, and whither it goeth; so is every on« 
that is born of the Spirit. B cause ye are sons, Gud 
hath sent furth thespirit of his Son into your hearts, 
erying, Abba, Father. Beware lest any man spoil 
you through philosophy and vain deceit, after the 
traditions of men, after tha rudimentsof the world, 
and not after Christ; for in him dwelleth all the 
fullness of the Godhead bodily.

REOONOILIATION. 

The iastinct of the migrating bird is true to its 
flight, and as naturally tries its wing as rivers tend 
on their course, or as the needle trembles toward 
the pole. So the instinct of the soul points to a 
life beyond, and amid his struggles to carry out the 
end of his being he needed not a substitute but 
help, and all the needed help to procure the end is 
provided. God has taken the bewildered child by 
the hand and led him on and up, and in all his 
manifestations this thought is implied: that God is 
Father, man is child; ‘that God so loved the 
world, that he gave his orly-begotten Son.’’ 

From this passage we learn that God loved before 
he sent his Sor, and because he loved he sent him, 
and we “love God because he first loved us and 
gave his Son to die fur us.”’” Hence it is apparent 
that it is a manifestation of his own love. John 
said, “Herein is love, not that we loved God, but 
that he loved us, and sent his Son to be a propitia- 
tion for our sins.” John 4: 10. Paul said, ‘But 
God commendeth his love towards us, in that 
while we were yet sinuers Christ died for us.”’ 

Touching reconciliation Dr. A. Barnes tries to ex- 
plain it by referring to the well-known case of the 
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king of the Locrians. ‘tHe made a law that the 
adulterer should be punished with the loss of hig 
eyes. His son was the first offender. The feeling, 
of the father and the justice of the king conflicted, 
Reconciliation was produced by suffering the log 
of one eye himself, and infl'cting the remainder gf 
the penalty on his son.’’ According to this illu. 
tration the king found himself in trouble, but 
through the feeling of a father toward a son, ip 
order to keep the law, each lost an eye. : 

But upon the supposition that Christ is God, who 
lost their eyes? The ab>ve plan of reconciliation 
stands opposed to reason and revelation. It is not 
at all probable that God, in givirg us a law, fore 
saw that he would have to sufter the loss of an eyg 
in order to maintain it. There is no analogy what 
ever between human kings and God. True, in the 
Bible God is called aking. ‘The regal authority 
which belongs to God is not found in connectiog | 
with any creature—even the highest—either among 
men or angels. It is absolute, universal, governed 
ever by infinite love and _ tenderness.’’ 
thought runs through all the Bible. The Father of 
infinite Jove has had no difficulties in himself 
in his endeavor to redeem the world. In God there 
is no distinction between mercy and righteousneg, 
For Adam, everything w-s made beautiful, and 
after he had sinned God spoke kindly and prom. 
ised him a Savior. Jacob, in his dream, beheld g 
ladder set upon the earth, the top of which reached 
to heaven, the angels of God ascending and de 
scending. Joseph was sold. Jacob said, “All 
these things are again:t ms,’’ but God had his eye 
on Joseph, and it worked for the good of Israel. 

In the Lrd’s passover in Israel, with loins girded, 
shoes on, staff in hand, they were to pass out of 
Egypt; a lamb slain, the blood sprinkled upon 
the door-posts, by obeying, their first born were 
saved, while their oppressors suffered. These 
passages of Scripture show God's regard for man 
and his protecting care. ‘‘Unto thee, O man, dol 
call,’’ is the voice of the Old and the New. Inall 
ages of the world God’s feeling toward man hag 
been the same, whether speak'nz by prophet or by 
his Son. We note only different stages of enfold- 
ment. Little by little in all ages of the past he was 
preparing the world for a fuller manifestation of 
himself by his Son. God is Jove We can not 
maintain for a single moment the thought that 
God is more merciful since the death of his Son, or 
that he required the death of his S on in order to be 
come reconciled so he could have mercy on map, 
Paul said, ‘‘To-wit, that, God was in Christ, recon 
ciling the world unto himself. . . . Now then 
we are ambassadors for Christ, as though God 
did beseech you by us; we pray you in Christ's 
stead, be ye reconciled to God.’”’? IT. Cor. 5: 19 
Paul said to the Galatians: ‘‘And the life whichl 
now live in the fi-sh I live by the faith of the Son 
of God, who loved me, and gave himself for me.” 
Gal. 2: 20. Hence this thought that God loved and 
gave his Son. Christ loved and was willing to die 
for the sake of man. ‘Christ hath redeemed ™ 
from the curse of the Jaw, being made a curse for 08; 
for it is written, Cursed is every one that hangeth 
a tree’’ [for he that is hanged is accursed of God], 
Gal. 8: 18. ‘Looking unto Jesus the author and 
finisher of our faith; who for the joy that was st 
before him endured the cross, despising the shame, 
and is set down at the right hand of the throneof 
God.”” Heb. 12: 2. 

Now, Christ was willing to bear all the stigma 
connected by such a death for the saving of the 
world.

Paul’s mission was to “turn men from darsne® 
to light, and from the power of Satan unto 9®% — 
that they may receive forgiveness of sins” , 
“that they should repent and turn to God.” 
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‘was not disobedient, but counted all things but 
loss for Christ.’”’ ‘‘That I may know him, and the 
power of his resurrection and the fellowship of his 
sufferings, being made conformable unto his death.’’ 
‘Who now rejoice in my sufferings for you, and 
fill up that which is behind of the afflictions of 
Christ in my flesh for his body’s sake, which is the 
eburch.”’ Col, 1: 24. When Christ hung upon the 
cross he said, “It is finished.”’ His blood was 
shed, the atonement made, the way opened by 
which man could be reconciled to God. ‘And if I 
be lifted up, I will draw all men unto me,”’ 

Christ is the grand central truth by which the 
world may be saved. He is our mediator not in 
the sense that he changes Gcd but men, that they 





. may with him share the glory of the Father.

Under her great 
Captain the ministers of religion take rank as 
officers, besides whom there are a number of 
petty officers. Her crew consists of all those who 
‘“*follow the Captain.’’? Passengers she carries none 
—all on board are working hands. This world is the 
tempestuous sea over which she makes her voyages. 
It is a dangerous sea; rocks, shoals, and quicksands 
hide their deceitful heads beneath its dark blue 
waves; mountainous billows roll, furious storms 
descend, and treacherous whirlpools entice only to 
destroy. The voyage is from time to eternity.

We reply that their form of prayer hes 
never been binding on any chaplain of their order 
within our knowledge. Personally, we never fol- 
lowed the form, and never knew any other chap- 
lain todo so. The name of Jesus does not appear 
therein, it is true, but neither does his name appesr 
in the Lord’s Prayer. Certainly Odd-fellowship 
would not hesitate to use this prayer, and should it 
do so, would the prayer on their lips be a ‘“‘mock- 
ery,’ as the editor claims is the case with the form 
prescribed by Odd-fellows, simply by virtue of 
omitting the name of Jesus? If there was an in- 
tended rejection of Jesus by the omission of his 
name, we would condemn Odd-fellowship for it, 
just as we would condemn the fathers of the Revo- 
lution for leaving God’s name out of the Constitu- 
tion, if they intended it as a r jection of him. 





HASTE IN ORDINATION. 

To lsy hands suddenly on any man in ordina- 
tion isa mistake that a people familiar with the 
Word should never make. Haste in ordination is 
wholly without excuse nine times in ten, and as 
wholly without moral advantage. There is no good 
reason why a man should be fully ordained to the 
ministry until he has demonstrated, not his call to 
the office only, but his qualification for the duties 
involved in the office. Mere goodness is not evi- 
dence of qualification, nor, indeed, his personal 
conviction of a call to the work. The call, really, 
may be to enter upon the work chiefly in the way 
of preparation, but if the duty also be that of preach- 
ing, still ordination in no way adds to the ability of 
the preacher or his effectiveness in work. It does, 
however; very greatly add to his responsibilities, 
and at a time, possibly, when he is least able to bear 
them, 

No man should be ordained to the work of the 
ministry until he has proved his adaptedness to the 
calling by effectual work and the people’s edifica- 
tion; nor then, indeed, until he finds himself ready 
and willing to surrender himself fully to the work 
on the demand of the people. As a rule, it is far 
better for a man to remain a licentiate for three or 
four years before ordination, and be put upon a 
course of study that will develop increased ability 
for the work. If ordination depends upon a speci- 
fied course of study, with creditable examination 
therein, then the course, as a rule, will be pursued, 
and certainly greatly to the advantage of the man 
himself. If the course is not prescribed and de- 
manded, then the conference actually withholds 
from the licentiate just the means needed for growth 
and strength, and thus does him an actual injustice 
while they fail to serve themselves. 

As a rule, we think a young man will do better 
work in the ministry, without he enters from the 
schools, for the first three years without ordination 
than if he receives it within his first year. If this 
be true, then a double injustice is wrought by haste 
in ordiaation. We would offer no discouraging 
word to the young minister, but on the contrary 
would say and do everything reasonable and possi- 


ble to encourage his ambitions in work, but we|a 


would first and last advise him to make no haste 
in the matter of ordination. 

There is naturally with nearly all an earnest am- 
bition for just this service. We have passed through 
the school and remember well our own feelings, and 
have had really a remarkable experience in this di- 
rection. Qualification for the administration of 
baptism and the solemnization of marriages is 
largely the basis of the ambition with the licen- 
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tiate. He is not to be condemned for this.

most brings pain to the heart to see another minister _ 
lead down into the water for baptism the converts — 
made under our ministry, while the wish of the © 






converts that the unqualified man shouldservethem 


in this capacity is one only natural and reasonable, 


But another can do this work for him with equal © 


acceptance to the Master, and also with equal advan- 
tage to the candidate, so that no actual gain is made 
by the ordination in this direction. And the gain 
is even less in the matter of marriage. To gratify 


a selfish wish, or a mere fancy on a line in which © 


another can serve equally well, is really without 
reasonable excuse, especially when dangers from 
the act may be both many and great. 

We do not doubt that many a person has been 


ruined by ordination. We do not beiieve that any * 


man in the Christian ministry has suffered from 
simple delay in this service. We certainly would 
not say that there was a man in the fellowship of 
our conferences that ought not to be an ordained 
minister. We offer no judgment in that direction, 
nor would we claim for any cn? man called of God 
any rights or advantages that we would not accord 
to all others who gave proof of their calling. We 
would have all governed strictly by the same rules 
of action. Favoritism should not be known. But 
in one respect the Christians present an anomalous 
front. We have as many ministers as we have 
churches, while on the average it requires: 
about two and one-half churches to support a, 
minister. Thus, with the churches we have, 
we can not possibly find employment full time 
for one-half of our ministers. In view of this 
fact we should be exceedingly cautious in the 
matter of ordaining more new preachers until 
they prove that they are either needed by the old 
churches or can carve out new fields for themselves, 
If young men can not be employed, and have not 
ability to create fields for themselves, then why or- 
dain them? Our question is not the same as Why 
encourage them to preach? This we would do with 
all the heart, but we would advance them to fullest 
privileges only as they gave proof of necessity for 
such action. 

We have hinted that we have been hasty as a 
people in ordination. We think the charge is easily 
sustained, even as it is often made. We received 
ordination at the hands of an exceptionally wise 
council of Christian ministers—Burden, Nason, and 
Hershey—sixteen days before reaching our eight- 
eenth birthday. We had been preaching constantly 
for a full year, had seen three excellent revivals 
meantime, and a young church, with candidates 
for baptism, called for our ordination. An uncle of 
ours, of another people, was asked, ‘‘ Will they or- 
dain the boy?”’ 
tians will ordain anybody.’’ We felt stung to the’ 
quick by the answer, and we hold it against the 
good man until this day, and yet while his remark 
was not wholly true in fact, it had a basis of truth, 
We were then and are now peculiarly careless in 
the matter of ordination. The council that gave us 
ordination acted most kindly toward us and the peo- - 
ple, but they would have been fully justified in de- 
ferring the ordination for a year or two at least and 
meanwhile putting us upon a course of study which 
would have increased our ada ptedness for the work. 
We certainly do not refer to this as a refi2ction upon 
the council, but only as an illustration of habitual 
haste with us as a people in ordination. We give 
further proof by two other more recent facts. 

We knew of a minister of another body who had 
never taken service among us, who went to his con- 
ference and asked for ordination. They declined 
then to ordain him. Our own conference was in 
session at the same time not far away, and he came 
to us and proposed to unite on condition of ordina- 
tion. The assurance was given; he united with the 
conference and was ordained and went directly 
back to his own people, never taking work with us 


t all. 

The other instance was more blameworthy. The 
man we refer to had no charge, was wanted a8 & 
preacher by no church, had preached but a few 
times, had a doubtful moral character (a fact not 
known to the conference), and yet he was ordained 
by the conference. 
us since, and was proved within a year to bea 
worthy candidate for the penitentiary. He had de 
serted a wife in the North and was living with

He has never had work among — 
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another woman at the time of his ordination. The 
conference that ordained him was simply imposcd 
upon. They would have given him no indorse- 
ment had they known his character. Any other 

ple might have been wronged in the same way, 
and yet our fault was great in that we did not 
properly inquire into the man’s life and require 
proof from him that his service was needed as a 
minister. 

We must learn caution by our experience, and 
the time has come for us certainly to make less haste 
in the matter of ordination. We hope that our next 
Convention will adopt a general course of study 
covering not less than three years, and that all the 
conferences will see the wisdom of governing their 
own action by it. There is an excellent committee 
on such a Course under appointment by the Con- 
yention. Beyond question we need to correct our 
disposition to haste in ordination.

The 
best singing-book we have been able to find is one 
entitled “‘Hymns New and Olid,” by D. B. Towner, 
and published by Fieming H. Revell, No. 12 Bible 
House, New York City, N. Y., and it is our pur- 
pose to have with us a supply of these books for 
any who may desire them.

The church edifice where 
that discussion was held is no more, but in its stead 
a beautiful and roomy chapel stands to welcome the 
cheerful worshiper from Sunday to Sunday, as after 
the week’s toil he sseks to know more clearly the 
way of life, and listens to the valuable- lessons 
taught by that one ordained to minister to spirit 
needs. 

The people here are listening to sermons from one 
of our very ablest ministers, and from all indica- 
tions Bro.

When we look at some of our sister churches who 
have made education a test of induction into the 
ministry, we find as the re-ult that many a manis try- 
ing to preach who was never even converted. Ard 
we see where churches make mistakes by recom- 
mending young men to conference who have bright 
intellectual power but no spiritual power. Now, it 
is not more education we need so much as more 
consecration, and the future prosperity of the Church 
depends on the consecration of its members and 
ministers to Christ’s Gospel. 

We are not fighting education. We thank God 
for the great educated minds he has called into the 
vineyard. But while we have a large river flow- 
ing through the suony Svuth, called the Mississippi, 
shall we say that all the smail tributaries are a dis- 
grace to the fountain of water? While we have 
great educated lights of the Gospel, as Bro, Amber 
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and others, shall we say all the smaller lights are a dis- 
grace to the cause of Christ? God forbid. We think 
there is work for all in the vineyard of the Lord. 
Churches ought to be very careful who they rec: m- 
mend to conference, and be sure they recommend a 
man full of the Holy Ghost and the spirit of Christ, 
whether he has education or not. This was the 
test in the apostolic age, and we think it all-suffi- 
cient in the present age.

Acommunication from Elder J. W. Piper, 
of Quarry, lowa, was read, giving account of 
thesession of the Iowa State Christian Con- 
ference lately held at Le Grand; also an en- 
euraging statement relative to the progress 
being made in getting the building at Le 
Grand in readiness for school the coming au- 
jamn, and of the revival and other work now 
being crowned with success. 

Committee on Temperance reported the fol- 
lowing which was discussed and unanimously 
adopted : 

WHEREAS, Intemperancein any form is, like

only to the individual, but to state and Na- 
tion; therefore, 

Resolved (1), That as Christians and individ- 
gals, and as a religious body, we will do all in 
our power to discourage the use of intoxicat- 
ing beverages. 

Resolved (2), That the traffic in intoxicants is 
adishonor to Christian civilization, a political 
wrong of unequaled enormity not capable of 
being restrained or regulated of, any system of 
lieense whatever, and imperatively demands 
for its suppression effective legal prohibition, 
both by state and National legislation. And 
gga consequence we will do all we can by our 
influence, socially and at the ballot-box, to 
crush out this terrible evil.
